Subject; —Conditions for licensing of private sector imports under the Tenth Yen 
Credit ( Non-Project Aid). 

No. 68-ITC(PN)/71.—The conditions governing the issuance of import licences 
for private sector imports under the Tenth (10th) Yen Credit (Non-Project Aid) 
from Japan as given In Appendix to this Public Notice are notified for the Informa¬ 
tion of the trade. 


Appendix 

Conditions for licensing of private sector imports under the Tenth Yen Credit 

(Non-project Aid ) 

1. The import licence will be issued with an initial validity period of twelve 
months. 

2. Firm orders must be placed on the Japanese suppliers within 4 months of 
issue of the licence. If necessary, the licence may be presented to the CCI&E/ 
JCCI&E for revalidation for ordering giving reasons why orders could not be placed 
within four months. The request will be considered on merits in consultation with 
the Department of Economic Affairs and If accepted, the licence will be revalidated 
lor ordering for a further period of three months, 

3. The contract should be on C-I.F. or C&F basis. It should clearly indicate the 
value of the goods in YEN currency showing freight and insurance separately, The 
■contract has to be approved by the Government of India and the Government of 
Japan for financing under Tenth Yen Credit. 

4. The minimum value of a contract for items like power tiller components and 
truck and tractor components, etc., is Yen 36,000,000 (Rs. 7-67 lakhs). For Items 
like Rolls, Steel Including Special and Alloy Steel, and Chemicals the minimum is 
Yen 9,000,000 (Rs. 1.92 lakhs). For contracts where the importers are Indo-Japanese 
ventures, the minimum value limit is Yen 1,800,000 (Rs. 38.340/-). 
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5. Only one contract should be entered into against the full value of the import 
licence. Contracts for a part of the value of a licence may be permitted in excep¬ 
tional cases. Such cases require prior approval of the Department of Economic 
Affairs. A single L/C has to be opened for the full amount of the contract. 


8- The contracts should provide for payment on cash basis 1 e., on presentation 
of shipping documents. The contract should also provide for the period of delivery 
of goods as follows : 

“Within——-—-months after the receipt of letter of credit but to be 

completed latest by the end of September, 1973”. 

No payments can be permitted after the 30th September, 1973. 


7. Three copies of the contract between the Indian importer and the Japanese 
supplier, signed by both the parties, alongwlth a copy of the valid import licence. 
should be forwarded to the Ministry cf Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
(WE-II Section), North Block, Central Secretariat, New Delhi, along with a letter 
(Annexure I) from a bank authorised to deal in foreign exchange through which 
the letter of credit in favour of the supplier will be opened. Besides, the statement 
containing the following Information should accompany the request for financing of 
the contract under the Ninth Yen Credit, 

(i) Name and address of the Indian Importer. 

(ii) Name and address of the Japanese suppliers. 

(iii) Name and address of the suppliers’ bank in Japan and of the Importers’ 

bank In India. 

(iv) Value of the contract in Japanese Yen and Indian rupees converted at the 

composite rate of exchange, indicating f.o-b. value, freight charges and 
insurance separately. 

(v) Short description of the goods to be imported. 

(vi) A schedule indicating the probable dates and amounts of payments to be 

made to the supplier under the contract. The presumptions on which 
the schedule Is based may also be Indicated. 

(vli) Number and date of the Import licence. 

8. The special clauses mentioned in the Annexure II should be incorporated in 
the contracts. 


9. As soon as the approval of the EXIM Bank to the financing of the contract 
under the Yen Credit arrangement is received, the importer will be advised to 
furnish a bank guarantee (with a copy thereof) in the form prescribed as at An¬ 
nexure III to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WE-II Sec¬ 
tion), North Block, New Delhi to enable them to permit the opening of an irrevoc¬ 
able letter of credit on the Japanese Bank. The guarantee should be furnished 
within fifteen days after the receipt of a letter received from the Department of 
Economic Affairs intimating the approval of the Export-Import Bank of Japan to 
the contract. 


10. If the hank guarantee Is found in order, the Indian Bank furnishing the bank 
guarantee will be authorised to open a letter of credit as in Annexure III. No 
foreign exchange remittance from India will be permitted under this licence.. .The 
letter of credit would provide for pyaments to the supplies or their bankers, by 
the specified Japanese Bank against the Tenth Yen Credit. 


11. A copy of the letter of credit should be sent by the Bank concerned to: — 

(1) The Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WE-II Section), 
Room No. 270, North Block, New Delhi, and 

(ii) The Counsellor (Economic, Embassy of India, Tokyo, Japan). 
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,, 12- ■As and when payments are made against this licence, the Importers through 
their bankers will have to deposit the rupee equivalents of Yen Amount paid along- 
with other amounts as indicated below: — “ 

(i) Rupee equivalent of the Yen payment to the suppliers, or their bank in 
Japan, by applying the composite rate of conversion of 1 Yen; 
Rs. 0.0213, (Any change in this rate will be intimated if and when 

made). 

(il) Interest at 6 per cent per anium foi the period between the date of pay¬ 
ment to the suppliers, or bank in Japan and the actual date of deposit 
Of the rupee equivalents for credit} to the Government account. {Any 
change in this rate will be intimated if and when made). 

13. The amount specified in condition 12 above shall be deposited with the State 
Bank of India, Delhi, or the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, or remitted by 
means of a demand draft drawn on and in favour of the Agent, State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazarl, Delhi-0 for credit to Government account as contemplated In public 
notices No. 184-ITC(PN)/68 of 30-8-1988 and No. 233/ITC(PN9/68 of 24/10/ 1908. 
The head of account to be credited is “T-Deposits and Advances—Part II Deposits 
not bearing interest—Civil Deposits—Deposits for purchases abroad under direct 
payment procedure under foreign! loans/credits” under the detailed head "Deposits 
for cost of equipment etc., obtained under the Tenth Yen Credit (Non-Project Aid) 
from Japan,” The intimation of deposits should be sent to the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Build¬ 
ing, Parliament Street, New Delhi, The Bank giving the guarantee should release 
the negotiable set of import documents to the importers only after arranging the 
rupee deposits as Indicated above- They should also endorse the amount of the 
deposit on the exchange control copy of the licence and send the requisite “S" form 
to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

14. On completion of the payments against the letter of credit and deposit of 
rupee equivalents against the Bank guarantee a report giving particulars of 
deposits made should be sent to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building.
